As it is 
not alleged that notice will be given until Satur- 
day, aconvention is not probable before next 
week, although this question bas been discussed 
by the miners for two weeks past. Every miner 
has a vote. Each pit elects delegates to the cun- 
vention, and instructs the delegates as to how 
they shall vote. The miners immediately inter- 
ested number nearly 4,000.“ 


The Gloomy Business of Fighting a 
Auge Corporation Which Has Been 
Making Twenty Per Cent Dividends. 
° Special Dispatch te The Vbicugo Tribune. 
LAWRENCE, Mass., March 22.—There is little 
change in the condidion of affairs here today. 
The strikers are peritecting their organization, 
and the Kelief Committee is busy soliciting 
funds. It is understood that the money now 
being raised is for the sole support of the spin- 
ners and weavers in the new U nion, and is being 
placed in the bands of Mr. Eaton, Cashier of the 
Essex Savings-Bank and Treasurerof the com- 
mittee. Many of the operatives who do not 
possess homes in Lawrence are preparing to go 
to other places. Mill agents from other locali- 
ties have come to the city within the past few 
days, and their appearance.gives the strikers 
hope that the officers of the Pacific Mills 
will reient rather than lose old and ex- 
perienced heip, which wil certainly be 
employed eisewhere unless the Pacific is 
soon reopened. Fully. one-half of the babita- 
tions of Lawrence are owned by mill-operatives, 
of whom a large number were employed in the 
closed mills. These, of course, will remain until 
their necessities compel them to leave their 
homes to seek employment elsewhere. When 
the mills will start again is uncertain, and 
managers here say they cannot state detinitly, 
but some of the operatives wbo are not Strikers, 
but are thrown out of employment by the sbut- 
ting down ot the milis, say tweir over- 
seer told them that in al ~probabil- 
ity the milis will reopen on the Ist 
of April. They certainly will if the strikers re- 
turn to work, Dut the latter seem determined 
not to submit to the reduction of wages. lu any 
event, only those thrown out of empioyment by 
the strike who did not participate in it will be 
allowed to remain in the corporation bouses, 
and no rent will be charged them during the in- 
terval of idieness. Previous to the strike it was 
not the intentign of the mill authorities to 

the contemplated and necessary 
changes in the building and machinery 
before July next, but advantage is 
already being taken of the enforced shut 
down to effect these improvements, and a large 
force of mechanics are at work repairing the 
bul and putting in improved machinery. 
The mill officiais are quoted as saying that if the 
market improves they will bring help from 
Bradford. England, and other places. but at 
present they have plenty of goods on hand, and 
can take a rest for a time without detriment.

Trouble Ahead in the Lackawanna and 
Luzerne Anthracite Fields.

CARBONDALE, Pa., March 22.— While the miners 
and laborers employed in the Lackawanna and 
Luzerne County districts of the Wyoming and 
Lackawanna coal-ftieids have formedgan organ- 
izauon to prepare for a strike, the dissatistied 
men working in the collieries of the Carbondale 
- district of Wayne County have decided to in- 
augurate an aggressive movement. A secret 
convention of miners, representing a constitu- 
ency of 20,000 colliery operatives, bas been held 
here, and, while ail the proceedings of the meet- 
ing have not been made public, it is learned that 
the discontented men will send a committee to 
New York to lay their grievauces before the 
coal companies Operating in the district. In the 
event of the corporations refusing to advance 
the present schedule of min rates a strike 
will be immediately ordered. Carbondale 
liers have been guided in their action by the 
Knights of Labor organization, it be un- 
derstood that Maj. T. V. Powderly, who is Grand 
Master Workmaa of America of the Knights of 
Labor, was present at the conference that 
planned the scheme for a general strike. Pow- 
deriy and his adherents are strongly arrayed 
11 t the coal and transportation capitalists, 
and a serious and disastrous conflict is appre- 
bended should the 1 — — — — 
the miners’ proposition favorabiy when pre- 
sented by the Committee of Knights of Labor. 
The men employed in the collieries of the Dela- 
ware & Hudson Canal—which is the heaviest and 
wealthiest corporation operating io the rexion— 
are very restless, and complain bitterly of nu- 
merous oppressions.

GRAIN-GAMBLING. 


A New Application of the IIIIn eis Law 
by a United States Judge. 
Svecial Dispatch te The Chicago Tribune 

Keoxouk, ta., March 22.—Judge Love, of the 
United ptates District Court. today flied his opin- 
ion in the suit of Frederick Melchert vs. The 
American Union Telegraph Company. The ac- 
tion was one in which the plaintiff claimed dam- 
ages resuiting from the alleged negligence of 
the defendant in transmitting a telegram from 
Davenport, Ia., to the plaintiff's factor in Chica- 
go. It appears that the plaintiff had, in the 
months of July and August, 1880, made through 
bis factor in Chicago certaif contracts for the 
sale of some 16,000 bushels of rye at 65% to 
68% cents, to be delivered at the 
piaintiff’s option during the month of Septem- 
ber, in the same year. On the &hdayof Sep- 
tember, 1880, the plaintiff delivered to the op- 
erator of the defendant's line at Davenport, at 
10 o’cloek a. m., a dispatch directed to bis factor 
operating on the Board of Trade, Chicago, di- 
recting him to “Cover rye as best be could,“ 
suggesting Tuat if be could buy cash he could 
save money,” adding, It possible cover imnic- 
diately.” It does not appear that the plaintiff 
gave | explanation to the operator 
of the object, importance, or meaning of 
the telegram, and is evident that the 
operator was whoily formed as to the con- 
tracts of July and Auguet. The defendant's 
direct line to Chicago being in trouble, the 
operator sent the messenger over the line in- 
directly by way of Omaha and St. Louis, and 
— the delay thus caused the Chicago 
Board of Trade adjourned for the day. Kye 

advanced the next day, and Melchert lost $7 
which sum he ciaimed as damages in this ac- 
tion. Judge Love said there was one view 
which in his judgment was entirely conclusive 
of the controversy. Assuming that the alieged 
negligeuce had been satisfactorily established, it 
was evident that be must proceed to inquire 
whether or not the contracts referred to were 
valid and binding agreements which the piaintiff 
was required by law to fulfill. The teiegram in- 
structing plaintiffs agent to “cover rye” re- 
ferred to the two contracts mentioned, and the 
pur of the telegram was to provide for the 
tulfillment of these contracts. if they were 
illegal contracts be was not bound to fulun 
them. Nay, if these contracts were illegal 
ing contracts within the statute law of 
it was the piaintif’s plain duty 
fulfill) them, and cannot com- 
piain of the defendant telegraph company 
that they were not sufficiently diligent in aiding 
him to perform bis uniawful agreemeuts. The 
contracts in question were for the delivery of 
rye in the montn of September at the seller's 
option. A contract tor delivery at the seller's 
option way be valid or invalid. if it be not the 
dona · fide inteutiou of the parties that the prop- 
erty shall be in fact delivered in fulfiiiment of 
the contract of gale, but that the seller may at 
his election iver or not deliver and bay 
differences, then the contract is void. 
Such dealing amou ots to a mere 
speculation upon the rise and fall of prices. It 
requires no capital except the small sums de- 
manded to put up margins and pay differeuces. 
It promotes no legitimate trade. Any impe- 
cunious gambier can engage in it with inunit 
detriment to the bona-fide dealer. The Supreme 
Court of lilinois, in Pickering vs. Chase, beid 
that contracts where the seller has the privilege 
of dellverm or not delivering and the buyer 
the privilege of calling or not calling for the 
grain, just as they choose, are option- 
al contracts in the most objectionabie sense. 
(68 III., 328.) After discussing the “option” 
business at cousiderabie length and settlement 
by the “ring” system, not a bushel of actual 
wheat changing bands, Judge Love conciuded 
his opinion as follows: “In my judgment it 
appears, by a decided preponderance wf evi- 
dence, that it was not the intention of the par- 
ties to the contracts of July and August, 1880, 
that the rye should be delivered in fulfillment 
of said ccntracts, either by consignment or the 
transfer of warehouse receipts, but that said 
contracts should be adjusted and settied by the 
payment of differences. contracts being 
therefore void, judgment must be given for the 

defendant.”

STEAMSHIP NEWS.

The Terrible Accident at Sweet Bricr 
Bridge on the Northern Pacific. 

BISMARCK, Dak., March 22.—A special from 
Maudan to the Bismarck Tribune gives the de- 
tails of the railway disaster as follows: 

Your correspondent accompanied Division 
Superintendent Taylor to the scene of the 
wreck this morning, and the Ooroner from 
Mandan was aleo on board. The unlucky spot 
is about nineteen miles west of Bismarck, at 
what is known as Soapstone Cut, on Sweet Brier 
Creek, and two miles east cf Sweet Brier Sta- 
tion. About 7:30 last evening the snow-plow, 
the work or boarding trains, and the passenger 
left Sweet Brier in the order named. Thesnow- 
blow passed safely over the teh-bent bridge 
which spans Sweet Brier Creek, but 

THE WORK-TRAIN, 
which was composed of flat cars next to the eu- 
gine, followed by two sleeping-cars for thitty 
men each, a dining-car,. a kitthen-car, and a 
store-car—daid not. The first isdication of some- 
thing wrong was a sound like a broken wheel. 
The train was going at about teg to fifteen miles 
per hour, and the engineer, hearing the jar, im- 
mediately reversed steam, but before he had 
time to think the terrible crash came, and 
EIGHT HUMAN SOULS WERE LANDED INTO 
ETERNITY. 
It seems that a Wheel on the head truck of the 
flat-car broke, and the whole truek had jumped 
the track. Evidences of its course upon the ties 
extend back nearly a mile from the wreck. As 
the short curve leading to the bridge was reached 
the strain Upon the car was so great 
that the truck must have been broken 
in numerous pieces, some of the more tenacious 
striking the ties on the bridge and shoving them 
before it. The iron being left without support, 
the sleeping-car was immediately precipitated 
into the river, 7 
THIRTY FEET BELOW, 
striking on its side. Thi followed by sleep- 
ing-car No. 2, which ca over, and finally 
assumed a similar position as No. IL. The dining- 
car followed, crushing into both the others. 
After this was the kitchen-car, which remained 
upright against the dining-car. The office and 
store-car was but partially off the 
track, Four bents in the bridge 
were broken into splinters, and their sleepers 
completely demolished. There were about tifty 
men on train at the time of the accident, 
and the escape of even one seems miraculous 
after viewing the wreck. 
IN SLEEPER No. 1 
were about twenty-four men. Some were lying 
in their bunks asleep, others smoking and read- 
ing, and some playing cards.) As soon as the 
car overturned, the bedding Caught fire, the 
men fied, and the dying were roasted almost be- 
youd recogniaon. The only deaths were among 
those in this car. Those who escaped im- 
mediately grappled such buckets as they could 
find and worked like heroes to extinguish the 
flames, but the straw bedding, blankets, and 
other combustible materiai made it impossibie. 
It is supposed that seven of the eight men killed 
were Filled instantiy, before. being burned, as 
but the voice of 
ONE MAN CRYING “HELP!” 
was beard. He was lying with his feet to the 
flames and held in the toils of broken pieces of 
timber. His comrades could do nothing, and 
Were obliged to see him gradually roast to death. 
THE SCENE BEGGARS DESCRIPTION. 
Scattered here and there promiscuously among 
the burned blankets, valises, clothing, broken 
car-wheels, and iron rods were the charred re- 
mains of the unfortunate victims. One peculiar 
feature of the accident was the fact that but 
two of the twenty-three injured but not killed 
were seriously hurt. They had their shoulder- 
biades dislocated, and one of them had a broken 
arm. 


THE NAMES OF THE KILLED, 
as recognized by their friends, were as follows: 

Ole Johnson, found With One leg partially 
burped to asbes, head smashed, and arms over 
his bead as if suffering intense agony. He had 
just sent for his family in Norway to join him at 
Bismarck. 

Thomas Wilson, found about ten feet from 
Johuson, a charred mass. 

William Watson, lying with one arm over his 
head and the other with hand burned off com- 
pletely. 

J. McCormick, found in a roll of blankets. He 
was probably first smothered: and then burned. 


Thomas Grady, found with Nead burned nearly 
off. A charred pocketbook was found beside bim, 
containing some time-checks and a considerable 
sum of money.

Tun budget recently presented to the 
Legislative Council of India shows the ex- 
pense of carrying on that much misgoverned 
country. The accounts for 188081 show that 
the revenue amounted to 8363. 800.000. and the 
expenditures to $383,020,000, the deficit being 
$10,220,000, much of which is consumed in 
sinecures. The total cost of the Afghan war 
is now estimated at $108,055,000—money en- 
tirely thrown away, with nothing to show 
for it. A sum of $3,750,000 was applied to 
canals and railways, and the same amount to 
a reduction of the debt, these two items be- 
ing entered up to famine insurance expendi- 
ture. The estimate of the opium revenuefor 
1882-83 is placed at $36,250,000, which is 86, 
000,000 less than the actual reéeipts ot 180 
81. The loss of revenue on salt is estimated 
at $7,115,000. The railway receipts are esti- 
mated at $2,000,000 less than in 1881-’82, and 
the military expenditure is estimated at 
$76,300,000, The only change which has been 
made in the onerous system of taxation is the 
raising of the minimum assessable income to 
500 rupees or $250. 

Tun English army estimates have just 
been issued, and contain some interesting 
figures bearing upon the military expendl- 
tures of Great Britain. The increase of ex- 
pense during the year has been $1,575,000. 
Tho effective strength of the regular army 
remains about the same, the number stand- 
ing at 132,905 against 154,060, The pay and 
allowances for the regular force are $22,- 
230,000. Divine service in the army costs 
$269,000; the administration of military law, 
$186,000; and the medical establishment, $1,- 
505,000. The cost of the auxiliary and reserve 
forces for the year will be $6,783,000. The 
salaries and miscellaneous charges at the 
War-Office foot up $1,191,000. A sum of 
$1,000,000 for military maneuvres is also in- 
cluded, and many of the English papers ate 
recommending that this sum shall be still 
further increased, so that maneuvres may 
be set on foot like those on the Continent. It 
is also shown by the estimates that while 
something like 20,000 men are discharged 
annually the reserve is only strepgthened by 
one-tenth that number. 

THE EADS SHIP-RAILWAY JOB. 

The Ship-Railway bill which Eads has 
caused to be favorably reported from the 
Senate Commerce Committee seems to in- 
experienced persons to be carefully guard- 
ed. It stipulates that the Government guar- 
antee shall not attach until “the practica- 
bility of said ship-railway shall be demon- 
strated by the safe and prompt transmission“ 
for ten miles of a loaded vessel weighing, 
with cargo, 2,500 tons. But there are three 
objections to the bill, any one of which must 
be fatal to its respectful consideration. The 
first is, that it proposes to give the Govern- 
ment credit to a private enterprise on for- 
eign soil; the second is, that the test pro- 
posed is insufficient—a loaded ship weigh- 
ing, with cargo, 2,500 tons would be com- 
paratively a small vessel, and the power of 
such a railroad to deal with large ocean- 
going steamers would still be undecided: 
the third reason is, that the previous opera- 
tions of Capt. Eads do not justify the belief 
that he would dear fairly by the Government 
if he should get his contract. It is only 
necessary to refer to his jetty contracts to 
enforce this point. 

The original Eads contract for the buila- 
ing of the jetties was incorporated in the 
River and Harbor bill of 1875, and was 
adopted, under a suspension of the rules, 
without debate. By the térms of the con- 
tract Eads was bound to construct and 
maintain a wide and deep channel between 
the South Pass of the Mississippi River and 
the Gulf of Mexico.“ He was to have $5,250,- 
000 for the whole work, to be paid in install- 
ments as specified depths and widths of 
channel, varying from twenty feet in depth 
and 200 feet in width to thirty feet in depth 
and 350 feet in width, were reached. When 
he had made a channel thirty feet deep and 
380 feet wide through the pass he was to 
have his last instalment of money, exclusive 
of $1,000,000 reserved by the Government for 
atime, and was further to be paid $100,000 
annually for maintaining the channel. 

Eads did good work at first, but soon dis- 
covered that it would be impossible for him 
to fulfill the conditions of his contract. He 
did not then, as Ne should have done, apply 
to Congress for relief, but he proceeded, by 
shameless lobbying and private importunity, 
to have the contract changed. In June, 1878, 
he induced Congress to advance him 51,000, 
000 for work not done, and which never has 
been done. The installment of $500,000 for 
achannel twenty-four feet deep and 250 feet 
wide was paid to him outright. He also re- 
ceived, without conditions, the $250,000 which 
he was to have had for maintaining such a 


channel for twelve months, besides $250,000 


more which the contract called tor when a 
channel twenty-six feet deep and 300 feet 
wide was obtained. Such a channel never 
has been secured, and never will be. 

But Eads’ greatest grab was made in the 
River and Harbor bill of 1879, which was 
passed under a suspension of the rules, with-

by his own confession, drawing $100,000 an- 
nually for keeping up his useless channel of 


thirty feet “through the jetties,” though the 


depth of water in the pass in some places is 
less than twenty-four feet, probably not 
more than twenty-two feet. He admits that 
no vessel drawing more than twenty-five and 
one-half feet has ever passed through the 
jetties. Then why should the Government 
pay him for maintaining a channel of thirty 
feet through the jetties? The jetties are 
built in comparatively deep water. It is 
nothing to maintain a channel through them. 
The channel through the pass was what the 
Government had in view when it entered 
into the contract with Eads, 

What faith can be put in the promises of 
such a man with reference to a ship-railway 
or any other great engiueering enterprise? 
If he could obtain this contract from Con- 
gress, would he live up to it? Would he hot 
be back in Washington in a year or 
two asking for a modification of his 
contract? He might request permission 
to draw his first installment of $10, 
000,000 when he had transported a 
fishing schooner loaded with mackerel and 
the Captain's family up and down an in- 
clined plane fifty feet high. He wonld un- 
doubtedly wish to have the Government au- 
thorize a first mortgage to take priority of 
its own lien, though neither the one nor the 
other would have much value except tor 
speculative purposes. Remembering Capt. 
Eads’ advanced age, and his varied experi- 


ence as a bridgebuilder and bank operator 


in St. Louis and a contractor in New Or- 
leans and Washington, we believe it is high 
time he should retire from public life and 
leave Congress to attend to its legitimate 
business. His ship-railway project Is involv- 
ing the reputation of the American Congress 
for common sense. There is not the least 
prospect that it will pass at this session, and 
Capt. Eads might as well devote his declin- 
ing years, in a city where he is not known, 
to banking or some other congenial pursuit.

THE PROPOSITION TO ELECT POSsTMAS- 
TERS. 


It is to be feared that Senator Pendleton’s 
aspiration after statesmanship in the hope 
that he may yet be the Democratic candidate 
for President may betray him into overzeal. 
The latest claim he has urged upon public 
attention is in the shape of a joint resolution 
of Congress to submit the foliowing consti- 


tutional amendment: 

Sec. 1. Post masters, Marsbails, District~ Attor- 
neys of the United States, Clerks of courts 
inferior to the Supreme Court, and all such 
other civil officers of the United States éxer- 
cising executive or ministerial power Within the 
several States or Territories and districts co.w- 
posed of the whole or partof any State or Ter- 
ritory, us Congress may vcdesigna shall be 
elected by the people of the several districts, 
and the electors of each district shall have the 
qualificaden of electors of the most numerous 
branch of the Legislature of the State and Ter- 
ritory in which sun district is established. 

Sec. 2. Congress shail have power te provide 
for the establishment of districts in the several 
States and Territories in which suéh elections 
shall be held, for the suspension or removal of 
such officers, for filing temporarily all vacan- 
cies which may happen, for fili offices until 
an election can be beld, and to eaforce this ar- 
ticle by appropriate legisiation. 

Seo. 3. The time, places, and manner of bold- 
ing such elections under this articie shall be 

ibed in each State by the Le ture 
hereof, but Congress may at any time, by law, 
alter sueh regulations. 

The proposition contained in this resolu- 
tion is not new, and the ablest thinkers who 
have given it consideration have uniformly 
come to the condélasion that the disadvan- 
tages of electing by popular vote the National 
administrative officlals engaged in local 
service would outweigh greatly all the ad- 
vantages that can be urged in favor of such 
a system, 

There are far too many elections now. 
Politics have become a business for 4 vast 
tribe of unscrupulous bummers. The peo- 
ple, as a whole, have almost abandoned nemi- 
nations into the hands of local bosses and 
professional party managers. The public 
cannot maintain a sufficiently lively interest 
in public affairs to fight the “bosses,” mu- 
nipulators, ana bummers in National elec- 
tions, Congressional elections, State elec- 
tions, county elections, city elections, 
judicial elections, town elections, ward 
elections, and manifold incidental con- 
tests. To do this the good citizen would 
need to be on the qui vive all the 
year round to keep up with his public duties. 
The undertaking is so hopeless that the 
good citizen, as a rule, not merely 
abandons itin despair, “but relapses into a 
sour or cynical indifference to all elections. 
To add the responsibility of choosiig 50,000 
Postmasters and thousands of Marshals, 
Clerks, Revenue Collectors, and other local 
officials representing the National Govern- 
ment weuld serve only to intensify bummer- 
ism and caucus packing, and increase public 
lethargy or despair in public matters in- 
stead of arousing the people to new efforts 
for the purification of politics and the pub- 
lic service. 

It is not desirable from any point of view 
that the caueus-packing and buminer element 
in politics should be still further encouraged 
and developed by adding tens of thousands 
of new prizes for its energy. It is altogether 
too energetic now. If additional tickets 
were to be made up apportioning the local 
Government places among the different na- 
tivistic leaders in the two parties and the 
various rival sections of every community; 
if every local election involved the distribu- 
tion of a large patronage among the loafers 
and adventurers of the successful faction; 
if every post-office were organized 
into a brigade of cauecus-manipulators and 
convention-packers—¢election abuses, such as 
repeating, ballot-box stuffing, riots, and the 
disinclination of peaceable citizens to go to 
the polis, would be notably increased. The 
local bosses would have more power than 
ever. The Hildretlis and Lawlers of the 
cities would run the post-offices, and Collect- 
ofships, and the United States courts by the 
same means they are now able to run the 
Common Councils, through the ald of the 
grogshops. The postal service, and the col- 
lection of the revenues, and the administra- 
tion of justice in the United States courts are 
too important to the business prosperity and 
social comfort of this country to be sacrificed 
to the ruling inflnences of local politics. 

With Postmasters, Marshals, Court Clerks, 
Prosecuting Attorneys, and other Govern- 
ment officials elected by popular vote in the 
locality where they serve, the danger of con- 
stant conflict between the General Govern- 
ment and individual communities of diverse 
politics could not be avoided. The Govern- 
ment would immediately become a house 
divided against itself.“ If, for instance, 
the General Government were Republican

case that power were reserved to it, the local 
partisan constituents would cry out against 
the act as political persecution and re@lect their 
partisan favorit as a “ vindication.” In the 
meantime, the changes in the subordinates 
would render an efficient administration of 
the local post-oflice simply impossible. If 
the attitude of parties were reversed the 
public would suffer just the same. 

The handling and carrying of the mails is a 
vitally important and vast business, which 
ean only be transacted successfully by a 
central power and harmonious management, 
which can only be secured by complete sub- 
ordination and responsibility of the rank and 
file of the service to the chiefs at the Capital. 

It would be as reasonable to demand that 
the local agents of a trunk-line railroad ora 
continental express company should be 
elected by the people doing business with 
them as to provide that local Postmasters 
should be chosen in that manner. The Gen- 
eral Government does the postal business of 
the country because it is believed that the 
servige can be performed more cheaply and 
more efficiently than if it were a private en- 
terprise in the hands of the express compa- 
nies. Experience has proved that theory to 
be torrect. The scandals and abuses in the 
postal service have been trifling and insig- 
nificant as compared with the great advan- 
tages the people have gained from National 
administration of the business. But in 
order to assure continued progress in the 
facilities, speed, economy, carefulness, and 
cheapness of the service, it is necessary to 
maintain a system ultimately responsible to 
one head. Either the Government mustcon- 
duct the business or it must be turned over 
to private enterprise. It cannot be run as a 
harmonious whole by several thousand com-

their several local administrations. The 
scheme proposed by Senator Pendleton's 
resolution, which should never emerge from 
the committee- room, would surely result in 
corruption, confusion, irresponsibility, and 
chaos. The very suggestion would be hooted

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WRATH. 

THe TRIBUNE yesterday published a screed 
by Capt Eads, denouncing Tun Trreunr for 
its hostility and opposition to all the subsidies 
and corrupt schemes (including those of 
Eads) now pending at Washington, as well 
as some which have heretofore been pro- 
posed. It may not be out of place to state 
the provocation which called forth this proe- 
lamation from Eads. It was an editorial 
which appearedin Tue Trunk on Maren 


6, 1882, some of ints in which we re- 
produce, and whie ave excited the ire of 
this great lobbyist. “They were as follows: 


The resolution of the Senate Committee on 
Commerce to report Capt. Bads’ ship-railway job 
back with a favorable recommendation is the 
first result of the labors of the lobby in Wash- 
ington tois winter. Capt. Fads himself is the 
most audacious, unprineipied, and successful 
lobbyist the Natiotial Capital has ever known. 
He is now in receipt of half a millionollars an- 
nually paid him for maintaining a channei of 
thirty feet “tnrough the jetties” at the mouth 
of the Mississippi, though it is notorious that 
the depth of water at the bead of the South Pass 
is leas than tweptgrfive feet. Technically, be is 
entitied to hisamoney under the terms of his 
coutract with the Government. But he is not 
entitled to spend it, or any portion of it, in in- 
fluencing Congress to cousummate a still more 
shameful and indefensible bargain. 

Eads’ first mode of attack on the sensibilities 
of Congressmen i through social entertain- 
ments. He bas given a number of little dinness 
to Congressmen. He is too wily and diplomatic 
a man to spresé bis big nets in public. But be 
has agents appointed to act for nim. The din- 
ner ostensibly given by Stilson Hutehins, of the 
Washington Post, to the entire newspaper press 
represented at the Capital is commonly under- 
stood to have been paid for by Capt. Eads. It 
was an elegant affair. One hundred and fifty 
covers were laid, and wine flowed like watem 
There was a want of pretext for it and a profu- 
sion in it which suggested to every mind an ul- 
terior purpose beyond that of ordinary hospital- 
ity. When Capt. Lade appeared as an invited 
guest and made au effusive speech the plot 
seemed to be revealed. The dinner given to the 
retiring Minister from Mexico by ex-Senator 
Hippie Mitchell, ef Oregon, may not bave been 
an entertainment of the same character, bu! 
Eads was a conspicuous orator there also, and 
had several intiuential Senators and Represent- 
atives among his auditors. 

Capt. Eads, owing to some mischance, 
failed to put in ah appearance at the Mitchel! 
dinner, but he was at the press dinner, which 
fact speaks for itself. The editorial referred 
to contained, further, the following: 

The time for direct corruption has not come 
yet, and it would be too much tosay that bribery 
has been or will be resorted to. Nooffense pun- 
ishable by law may be committed, and yet Con- 
gressmen may de subjected to improper in- 
fluences which will prevent them from approaeb- 
ing the subject in an impartial spirit. Who can 
tell, for exampie, what inchoate Crédit-Mobiliers 
and construction companies may be back of 
Capt. Eads’ 50-miilion Mexican ship-canal 
scheme, and bow much stock may not be held in 
trust in “a little green memorandum- book,“ 
such as Oakes Ames made historical in his day? 
Capt. Eads is the most skillful, as be is the most 
unprinoipled, of lobbyists. He knows just what 
Congressmen to trust, and how to adapt his in- 
ducements to the charact€ér or the necessities of 
each. Social good-fellowship may prevail with 
one, specuiative openings with another, and the 
promise of direet pecuniary aid or temporary 
loaus with a third. Still another class may bon- 
estly be convinced that the scheme is feasible, or 
at leust worthy to Have a fair trial. 

The following exposure of his latest Mex- 
itan scheme to pension himself on the Treas-

The Mexican bill agreed to by the Senate Com- 
mittee is, on its face, almost a fair proposition. 
It proposes to give no gtiarantee until ten miles 
of the Mexican railWay shall be in successful 
operation. It will not be noticed generally at 
first that the test is to be made with a sbip 
weighing, with cargo, only 2,500 tons. Rade has 
frequently asserted in public bis ability to trans- 
port by rail a 6,000-ton iron steamer, with cargo. 
(All loaded large ocean steamers weigh about 
that much.) A bill was introduced by his friends 
and favorably reported fram the Interoceanic 
Ship Canai Committee in the last Congress, which 
proposed to grant the Government guarantee 
whenever a vessel of not less than 4,000 tons dis- 
placement should be carried from ocean to ocean. 
The conditions bave been completely changed 
by this bill. The Government guarantee will 
now attach whenever a loaded ship weighing, 
with cargo, 2,500 tons shall be carrried ten wiles 
and back. Now, a comparatively small vessel 
might be so constructed and loaded as to meet 
these conditions and stand this test, and the 
Mexican ship-railroad still be practicaliy 
valueless. It is not denied that such 
railroads can be used to transport canal- 
bouts and light craft: the thing bas 
been done; but naval experts deny that any 
machinery is or can be devised to take a loaded 
ocedn-going vessel of the first class out of the 
water and carry it up an inclined plane without 
breaking bulk. Capt. Eads himself can only say 
that the Goethe, a second-class steamer beiong- 
ing to one of the German lines, was put in dry- 
dock in New York without unloading. But the 
difference between putting a steamer, in dry- 
dock and hauling it up an inclined piane and on 
a railroad 150 or 200 miles is important. 

The feasibility of the scheme is not so much a 
Doint iu question as the propriety or expediency 
of granting a Government guarantee to. a pri- 
vate speculative enterprise on foreign soll. The 
Fathers of the Kepublic would have looked 
aghast Upon such a proposition. It would be 
difficult to tind in the Constitution a word or 
line to authorize it. Let Capt. Eads’ strongest

These documents show conclusively how 
polygamy was incorporated ag a partof the 
Mormon creed.

CHicaa@o people may find some comfort in 
the knowledge that other cities are equally 
perplexed as to the Kind of street pavements 
which ought to be used. the manner in which 
they ought to be paid for, and how the best 
and most durable sort can be procured for 
the least money. St. Louis has tried broken 
limestone—falsely called macadam—and be- 
come disgusted with it, because it is either 
mud or dust all the time. The Commercial 
Club of that city has taken tp the subject, 
prepared an elaborate report, and agreed 
upon the following propositions as the safest 
guide for street improvements: 


1. The absolute and unqualified abandonment 
of so-called macadamof soft limestone fora 
street surface. 

2. A policy of resistance to the fficrease 
street area, except at ine exclusive expense 
adjacent property, until the present streets are 
more generaily occupied by improvements. 

3. The reconstruction of streets in the busi- 
ness portion of the city—say east of Twelfth, and 
between Franklin avenue and Walnut—with 
graut blocks only, laid in the most thorough 
and approved manner on rete founda tion. 

4. The reconstruction of ts outside of 
this district of condsidérable light traffic with 
wood or asphalt, and of all thoronghfares sub- 
ject toa heavy traffic with granit. 

5. The reconstruction of the streets of minor 
truffic of some durable material which Will not 
pulverize under ordiuary use, 


6. The payment for street 
should in all cases be by speeial assessment 
against abutting property. 

Chicago experience agrees in some respects 
with the conelusions which the St. Louis 
people have reached. It has always been the 
practice in this city to require the payment 
of street improvements by special assessment 
against abutting property, and it is now very 
generally agreed that one kind of pavement 
is not suited to all streets Without regard to 
the use made of them. Granit blocks are un- 
questionably the most durable, and perhaps 
the cheapest in the long run, for thorough- 
fares which are subjected to constant and 
heavy travel. The asphalt blocks are more 
durable than wood, less noisy than granit, 
and perhaps more easily kept clean than 
either of the others, and one well suited to 
streets which are moderately traveled. The 
cedar blocks, properly and honestly laid. are 
still regarded as the most desirable tor rési- 
dence streets. Chicago needs yet to learn 
from its own experience that crushed lime- 
stone as a top-dressing, or a kind of gravel 
which is really nothing more nor less than 
limestone, is not desifable for any kind of 
street. Probably the experience with thé 
new pavement on Michigan avenue will 
abundantly satisfy people of that fact. 

THE recent diseussions upon Parliament- 
ary procedure in England, ahd the agitation 
which has arisén over thé Bradiaugh case, 
have set the English Govertiment to inaking 
inquiries as to the methods of other countries 
in similar eases. We recently printed an ab- 
stract of the replies received relative to che 
various forms of the “closure,” and now 
the Government has made public a series of 
reports upon the manner of oaths and affirma- 
tions required in the legisiative bodies of 
other countries. From these reports we find 
that in Austria-Hungary no oath is taken, 
but all new members are required to make a 
promise of fidelity and obedience to the Em- 
peror. In Bavaria all members have to take 
an oath, but those who do not belong to the 
Christian faith can omit any reference to the 
Holy Scriptures. In Belgiug an oath is re- 
quired, but there is no denominational re- 
ligious sanction. In Denmark the members 
subseribe to an oath. In France neither oath 
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ance to the King, the Constitution, and “ the 
Holy Catholic religion” is required. In 
Saxony the oath is so comprehensive that it 
can be taken by a member of any creed. In 
Spain the mem swear to the 
Constitution and to “the legitimate King, 
Alphonso XII.“ The only oath required iu 
Sweden is the one taken by the Presidents 


and Vice-Presidents of both Chambers, who 


swear “on the Holy Gospels,“ but in Nor- 
way every elector, before voting, must take 
an oath to observe the tution. In 
Switzerland the members of the National 
Council swear “in presence of Almighty 
God” to maintain the Constitution. Out of 
all these various methods the English Gov- 
ernment ought to construct ong which would 
apply to future Bradlaughs. 


Capt. EAps has written a violent reply to 
an editorial article exposing his ship-railway 
job which recently appeared’ in these col- 
umns. Nominally the reply is addressed to 
the editor of Tun Trisung, but it was print 
edin advance in the Washington morning 
newspapers.

What Tun Taitcune has 
said in this connection is that Eads 
is an adroit lobbyist; that he is now 
in Washington for the purpose of 
persuading members of Congress to adopt 
his visionary scheme for transporting great 
ocean steamers by rail across the Isthmus of 
Tehuantepec, and that he seeks to have the 
public credit pledged for the payment of in- 
terest at 3 per cent on $50,000,000 of bonds 
issued on this account. will not be denied 
that Eads is a lobbyist. He admits himself 
that heis spending the winter in Washing- 
ton, and that he has a counsel “ with him. 
Their sole business is the procuring of Gov- 
ernment aid for the ship-railway enterprise. 
Those who remember the measures adopted 
by him in 1878 and 1879 to obtain a modifica- 
tion of his jetty contracts do not need to be 
told what his methods are, or how he 
operated on the sensibilities of Congress- 
men. Heis a lavish dispenser of private 
hospitalities, and wins over by good dinners 
and other social enteftainthente members 
who cannot be directly approached with cor- 
rupt propositions. That is all there is to

Is 
the “membet of the Chinese Legation” au- 
thorized to say that the Celestials will refuse to 
sell us tea for Mexican Silver dollars if we stop 
receiving their hordes of cdolies, shipped bisher 
on speculation by the “Six Companles , What 
nonsense! The Mongolians will continue to seil 
us all the tea they can coudx our merchants to 
pureliase; and they will continue to take their 
pay in silver as heretofore. The modified treaty 
authorizes our Government to limit the cootie 
pusiness. The 100. 000 Chinese now iu this coun- 
try are to be allowed to remain here as long as 
they please; but fresh arrivais are to cease for 
twenty years. That's all, and that is fight. 
There are more of these cattle in the country 
now than are good for it.

Tun English Education Department has 
revised the new eode, and it is to be imimediate- 
ly laid pefore Parliament. Under this code the 
average attendance of the year is to form the 
basis of the Government grant. The grant on 
attendance is faised from four shillings 
to four shillings and sispence, and the 
grant for reading, writing, and arith- 
mietic is eight and fourpence per bead, but 
for each ohild that fans a deduction of one 
pendy will be made. The grant for sihgtiiz is a 
curious one. Sixpence per bead is given if sing- 
ing is taught by ear. and a full shilling if taugnt 
by nove. There is also a grant for the general 
merit of the sehool. Théenew code also tends to 
increase the number of school-teachers and 
bring the supply up to the demand—a curious 
state of things as compared with this country, 
where the supply is far ih advance of the de- 
mand. Graduates of universities and women 
who can pass certain university examinations 
are to be eligible at once for assistant teachér- 
ships. They can also be promoted to the posi- 
tion of certitied teacher, and when sufficiently 
experienced may also become inspectors.

WILL IT BE GOBBLED BY JAY GouLD?

NEw Yor«, March 22.~—There would appear to 
be a wonderful Variance of opmion regarding 
the consolidauon of the telegraph companies.

considered. They claim that the reports have been 
sprung for stook-jobbing purposes purely, and 
it is quite evident that tmey have succeeded in 
forcing Western Union up, the movement today, 
for instance, from 85% to 874 being directly at- 
tributed to the current talk ot parties largely 
interested in that stock having Obtained control 
of the Mutual Union.

HERZEGOVINA WAR. 
By Cable to New York Herald. 

Loxpon, March 20.—A dispatch from Zara 
states: that the insurgents have captured a 
jarge provision train between Mostar and 
Nevesinge. 

From an interesting correspondence in the 
Cologne Gazette the following description of 
the territories over which the insurrection 
has spread is taken: At present the rising 
appears to be limited to Herzegovina itself, 
a province containing only 15,920 square 
kilometres: therefore smaller than the Grand 
Duchy of Baden and thinly populated. Of 
its 185,000 inhabitants only 23,000 are ortho- 
dox Christians of the male sex and adults. 
Upon these, and these alone, the insurrection 
is dependent for active support, inasmuch 
as the Mohammedan and Catholic Slavs 


‘hold aloof from it altogether. However, 


as figh has hitherto only taken 
place in districts to the eastward of 
ine Narenta, we may assume that the whole 
of the Herzegoyina is not as yetin a state 
of open revolution. Within the actual rayon 
of the insurrection (counting in the Krivos- 
cle district, which is Austrian, not Herze- 
govinan) three several centres of action are 
distinguishable. The first is located in the 
hilis tween Fotcha and Gorashda—both 
towns on the Drina, in Northwestern Her- 
zegovina—and is protected to the westward 
by the barren chain of the Dinaric 2 
notably by the Krbljina, a huge mass o 
rock nearly 5,000 feet in hight. The ipsur- 
gent force operating in this section of coun- 
try is split up into half a dozen bands, all 
pursuing the same object~namely: to cut 
off communications between Serajevo and 
the Austrian troops stationed on the 
Drina. The second centre of insurrec- 
tionary actſon is situate in the neighbor- 
hood of Konjica, a town on the Narenta, 


Montenegrin frontier, which is contermi- 
nous with Herzegovinian territory for 
a distance of ninety kilometres, a cir- 
cumstance which, considering the nature of 
the country, renders it extremely difficult to 
prevent the insurgents from taking refuge 
within the Czernagoran boundaries when 
closely pressed by imperial troops. From 
this scatter all the ‘voluntary elements, 
which experience so lively 8. sympathy for 
the sufferings of their ‘South Slavonian 
brethren on the Adria,’ will feed the rising, 
and the Austrian forces will find it quite im- 
possible to close this portal of invasion her- 
metically. Hence the small encounters that 
have recently taken place in this particular 
district acquire more importance than their 
mere dimensions appear to warrant, for it 
will be found more difficult to restore order 
and tranquillity at this point than anywhere

The Kansas City Passenger War 
Brought te an End—RBRates Hestored 


Again. 

The desperate war on passenger rates from 
Kansas City to the East, which has beeu going 
on during the lasttwoor three weeks, bas at 
last come to an end. The General Managers of 
the various roads leading east from Kansas City 
gave peremptory orders to their agents at Kan- 
sas City to restore the rates at once aud 
keep them thére, no matter what action 
should be taken by their competitors. 
It is believed that these premptory orders will 
effectually stop the constantiy recurring wars 
on passenger rates from Kansas City east, and 
which bave always been brougut about by petty 
jealousies among Kansas City Ticket 
Agents. This last war was a triangular one be- 
tween the Wabash, Rock Island, and Hannibal 
& St. Joe Roads, the Aiton taking vo part in it, 
and was more te than any of its prede- 
cessors. During its continuance the Wabasb is 
said to have sold New York tickets via Chicago 
80 as to make the fare from Kansas City to Chi- 
cago but $1. New York rates were cut ali to 
pieces, tickets being sold at $18 and $17. Two 
tickets were said to have been sold to Louisville 
over the Hannibal & St. Joe for $14. These rates 
were wade clandestinely, but the Kock Island 
and Wabash opeaoly sold for $5 to Cuicago. and 
the Hannibal & St. Joe stuck to $6. The Alton 
stuck to the $7 rate, but ot course got no busi- 
ness. 


Opinion of the United States Supreme 
Court in Setting Aside the Sale of the 
Daevilie & Vincennes (Eastern II- 
nois) Railroad. 

The following is the essential portion of the 
decision of the United States Supreme Court, 
rendered March 6,in the cases of the Chicago, 
Danvilie & Vincennes Railroad Company and 
James W. Elwell, appellants, vs. William R. 
Fosdick and James D. Fish; and, also. the 
Chicago, Danvilie & Vincennes Railroad Com- 
pany. James W. Elwell and R. Biddle Roberts, 
appellants, vs, William R. Fosdick, James D. 
Fish, et al. The appeals were from the Cir- 
cuit Court of the United States for the North- 
ern District of Ulinois. Theattorneys for the 
railroad company were R. Biddle Roberts and 
E. Walker, of this city. Justice Matthews de- 
livered the opinion.

tor s report, where it is accumpanied by the state- 
ment that such demand and refusal wus less 
than six mouths before the filing of the bill, and 
could not, therefore, have been the foundation 
of the declaration that the principal of the 
morigage debt had become payubie, which. in 
fact, was not predicated upon that default, but

There is nothing in the records to show that 
any cue of the bondholders who bad funded his 
coupons claimed the right to rescind the fund- 
ing agreements, or that any steps ty do so had 
beea taken or authorized. 

It is true that, after the filing of the bill and 
the appointment of a Receiver, the railroad 
company . to interest upon 
its) securities. That was but the nat- 
ural consequence of the litigation: and 
in taking a decree for fwrecivsure and 
sale, it might have been in strict accordance 
with the equitable rights of the bondholders 
who bad funded their coupons to have rescinded 
the pending agreements asincapable of execu- 
tion. But the legal effec: of this would have 
been merely to find as the true amouat of the 
mortguge debt then due, necessary to be paid to 
avoid a sale, the whole amount of taterest un- 
paid on ali the coupons. It would not, bowever, 
have put the company in default as to the fund- 
ed coupons from the unmg. nor deprived it 
of the benetit of the waiverof that default, 
arising from the fact of funding. It 
would have the arrangement

effect by retroaction. It is true that, where a

suffice to bring the case of the appellees within 
the meaning of the eighth articie of che gondi- 
tions of the mortgage 80 as to justify tne decree 
requiring payment of the principal ot the debt 
as presentiy due.

It follows, therefore, that 
the claim in support of the finding that the 
whole debt had — me due must rest exciu- 
sively upon the alleged default of Oct: 1, 1873, 
and that, as we have seen, is not sufficient. 

The right of the mortgagee to redeem, and 
thus prevent the sale, is preserved os pares 
not of the unnatural principal of the debt, but 
merely of the interest then actually due and in 
arrears—the v right which by the decree now 
in question was denied. 

This rigbt cannot be regarded as other than 
important and valuable. Its dental in the pres- 
ent case was a substantial and serious wrone. 
This is manifest from the bare statement that 
the decree required payment within twenty days 
of $2,500,000, which we find was not due, asa 
condition of preventing the sale of property, 
which, it is admitted, was worth more 
than this debt, and which, 
the testimony in the case, was ecarning 
more than enough to y the current 
interest on this mortgage. ‘The Receiver states 
the net earuings for the year 1874 at 880.615.

Upon 
such a showing it is immateriai to say that the 
railroad company was comwercially insoiven:, 
not being able to pay all its obligations 
as they matured, for the fact, if admitted, would 
not affect its legal or equitable rignis, 
much less be allowed to deprive its other credit- 
ors, junior incumbrancers, and lienhoiders of 
their right to prevent a sale and sacrifice of the 
property by paying the comparatively small 
amount of the interest justly due upon the first 
mortgage bonds, and taus preserving their own 
estates and interests as well as tnose of the 
mortgagor. 

The second assignment of error whicb we have 
noted is, in our Opiuion, also well founded. 

The eighth articie of the conditions of the 
mortgage, which relates to this subject, con- 
tains the provision that after the priacipal of 
the bonds has been declared dy the 
Trustees to have become due by rea- 
son of the default therein described and the 
mortgagor notitied thereof that the Trustees, 
“upon the written request of tne holders of a 
majority of the said bonds then outstanding, 
sball proceed to collect both principal and in- 
terest of ail such Bonds outstanding, by fore- 
closure and sale of said property, or otherwise, 
as berein provided.“ 

It is therefore our opinion that even bad the 
Trustees rigbtfuliy declared the principal sum 
of the mortguge debt due, and given the prover 
notice thereof, nevertheless the foundation fur 


pose, upon the written request of 
the holders of a majority of the bonds then out- 
standing. It is not disputed that no such proof 
is to be tound iu this record. 

Other errors than those already discussed have 
been assigved upon both appeals, which, as in 
the further progress of the cause they méy not 
arise again, we have not considered and do not 
tnerefore pass upon. 

For che reasons already given we reverse both 
decrees appealed trom, and remand the cause, 
witb instructions to proceed in cuniormity with 
this opinion. .

Ripon, Wis., March 22.—For some time Ripon 
people have been congratulating themseives 
on the absence of fire, not having had one for 
more than a year. But last night the fire-fiend 
came in compiete armor and taid waste some of 
the finest business blocks of our faircity. At 
4 o’ciock this morning ail of the west side of the 
public square was a mass ot ruins, fully 8100. 
000 worth of property being destroyed. The fire 
started at midnight in Gehbe’s furniture store, 
which was one sheet of flames before our 
small engine appeared on the scene. Gehbe did 
not save anything. Nohl Bros.’ hardware store 
was consuwed next, nothing being saved owing 
to the rapidity of the flames. The books and 
papers of ‘Squire Hall and insurance- Agent 
Horner, who occupied the second floor, were de- 
stroved, as well as the arms and uniforms of the 
Prairie City Guards. The next store was occu- 
pied on the ground floor by Eversz & Weller, 
dry-goods merchants; on the second floor by 
Mic Hiotz as a millinery shop; on. the 
third floor by the Ripon Free Press office 


and the records of the School Board,’ 


which were kept bere by Stone, were destroyed. 
Mies Hints had to leave her shop none too well 
dressed, and could save nothing. But Eversz 
& Weller managed to save a little. The First 
National Bank came next, and met a speedy 
fate, though the contents of the vault were 
uninjured, The fire company made great ef- 
forts to save the Masonic Block. and would have 
succeeded had not the firemen, supposing the 
danger passed, left it te go elsewhere.

The music is throughout fun 
of beauty, and the choruses and concerted 
pieces, though few, are exceptionaily fine. Here 
the weakness of the company interpreting it was 
most apparent last night. With tne exception 
of the chorus of priests in the second act, all the 
chorus work was weak and generally out of 
tune. It was, in fact, the poorest chorus sing- 
ing we have beard in this city for some time, and 
literally butchered some of Mozart's most 
effective music.

Magnitude of Our Produce Move- 
ment Last Year. 


“The Twénty-fourth Annual Report of the 
Trade and Commerce of Chicago” is just issued 
by the Board of Trade. It gives the following 
footings for the movement of produce in 1881.

The above figures, 146,807,329, given as the to- 
tal receipts of breadstuffs in bushels for iast 
year, are not those of the report. They exceed 
the ‘official’ total by a little more than 1,786,000 |" 
bushels. The difference of not far from IX per 
cent shows an error somewhere. As an em- 


nent local statistician recently remarked in ref- | 


erence to certain census comparisons, we leave 
the public to judge.” The column of ship- 
ments shows that 4% busiiels of wheat has been 
allowed there as the equivalent of a barrel of 
flour. There are people in the trade who think 
that that quantity is searcely enough to allow 
ou the wheat of the last crop. But even that 
estimate gives 21,668,576 bushels of wheat as the 
equivalent of flour receipts, makes the total 
reevipts of breadstulfs one and three-quarter 
million bushels more n the “official” 
figures. What other mistakes there may be in 
the footings of tne figures from which the above 
items are déduced cannot be stated, as the 
monthly totais are only given ina fow cases, 
and representatives of the press have been de- 
nied aceess to the pes of the board. 

In all kindness we beg to express regret that 
the Board of Trade should be thus 8 
made the iustrument for belittit the maga 
tude of the grain movement in icago. The 
actual falling off from 1880 was bad enough, — 
needed not to be represeated as worse than it 
readily was.

18, essentially modifying the condition of the 
foreign exchange market and creating some ap- 
prebension that we may ere iong be obliged to 
résert to the export of the precious metals for 
the payment of baiances due from us on the ex- 
change of commodities other than specie, or 
that at least the extraordinary flow of specie to 
our shorés Which bas existed during the past 
few years meq ooo cease. This apprehern- 
sion need not, however, necessarily disturb the 
financial affairs of the country, as we are in a 
much stronger position in respect to specie sup- 
ply than at any former period, holding, as is 
shown by authentic statements, more of coin 
than any nation of Europe, with the single ex- 
ception of France; and, with our annual pro- 
duction of gold and silver to the extent of from 
$70,000,000 to $80,000,000, we may be considered 
reasonably safe as against any temporary turn 
in the course of trade baiances.

Among the cards noticed was a round one with 
a white centre tield, “ set off with red 
satin fringe, and knotted with satin ribbons of 
similar bue. The centre was decked with Eas- 
ter flowers, under which were the familiar 
words.

Another was in the shape of an artist’s palet 
trimmed with ligut- blue satin fringe. The illus- 
tration was a pretty conceit representing a bird- 
cage, from which the teathered sougsters were 
escaping, while underneath were the words, 
“Joy be unto you.” 

A white card ona wine-colored satin ribbon, 
set off with beavy fringe of the same hue, made 
a very pretty showing. The card was ornament- 
ed with violets, pansies, daisies, and passion- 
flowers, a large cross resting upon a beart, and

A satin card, fringed with white satin 
and to hang by asiiken cord, disclosed a 
flock of birds wmging their flight from the 
blackened branches of ap oid tree.

An exquisit effect was produced by a laven- 
der-colored satin, edged with white and violet 
fringe. A large cross extended up and down the 
centre, adorned with Easter tioral beauties.

The design is 
neither new nor attractive, especially when 
there is so much eise that combines both those 
qualities, and yet the demand for them appears 
to be about as well develo as it was last year 
when they were comparatively fresh. 

A series of cards w decoration consisted of 
apple, peach, plum, and cherry biossomas, at- 
tracted no little attention from intending pur- 
chasers, while a design representmg the crown 
of thorns adorned with rosebuds proved equally 
attractive. 

Another exquisit card was one of white satin, 
in the form of a square placed cornerwise upon 
a larger square, also of white satin, and that in 
turn res upon still another, plaited at the 
corners. e latter—the undermost one—was 
bare of other ornamentation; the next bore the 
words Easter Morning,” and a group of. hand- 
somely-hand- painted flowers; while the upper- 
most bore the following inscription: 

As the flowerets bursting come

Among those which attracted attention was a 
cream-laid satin card, resting ou a red plueh 
mounting.

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THE MISSISSIPPI OVERFLOW. 


Map of the River from Cairo to the Gulf of Mexico, Showing in the ‘Shaded Portions 
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The map above shows the extent of terri- 
tory inundated, in whole or in part, by the 
Mississippi River. From Cairo, III., to the 
Gulf of Mexico, a distance of 1,152 miles, the 
greater partof the bottgm lands on each side 
of the stream has been flooded for some 
weeks. In many places—as, for instance, in 
the region just south of Cairo—the width of 
the overflow is not less than fifty or sixty 
miles. It is impossible to estimate accurate- 
ly the flooded area. A Government official 
at Memphis has given it at 68,000 square 
miles, or as much territory as is comprised in 
the State of Missouri, between Memphis and 
Vicksburg alone, This is a great exaggera- 
tion for, as the river-distance between those 
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places is 400 miles, this estimate requires the 
average breadth of the flooded area to be 170 
miles. It is, however, no exaggeration to 
state the total flooded area between Cairo and 
New Orleans at 25,000 to 40,000 square miles. 
No estimate can be formed of the value of 
the property destroyed, or of the possible loss | 
by reason of the hindrance to the planting of 
crops. A speedy subsidence will diminish 
the amount of damage. But all accounts 
agree that the devastation is greater than any 
previous overflow the Mississippi has pro- 
duced. A geport made to the House of Rep- 
resentatives estimated the loss by the flood of 
1874 at $15,000,000. The certainty of period- 
ical destruction renders much of the rich 
alluvial lands in the Lower Mississippi Val-

BeprorD, III., March 22.—Another Chicago

Vessel Fees. 

In lieu of existing fees levied and collected 
from owners and masters of vessels, it is pro- 
posed by the bill introduced into Congress by 
Senator Frye that there shall be levied and col- 
lected from the owners and masters of all ves- 
sels, except those navigating the waters of the 
Northern, Northeastern, and Northwestern 
frontiers, otherwise than by sea, the following 
fees: 

For measuring every. vessel in order to the en- 
rollment or licensing and recording the same, 
for vessels under 100 tons register, ; for ves- 
sels over 100 tons and not exceeding 200 tons, $3; 
for vessels over 400 tons, 

No charges shall be made for certificates of 
enrollment or indorsement on the same, nor for 
licenses or indorsemeots on the same, nor for 
certif manifests, nor for recei a certified 
manifest and gran 
of a licensed v

for entering or clearing a vessel engaged in the 
coasting trade orin the trade with the Domin- 
ion of Canada. 

No vessel engaged in commerce with the Do- 
minion of Canada shall be subject to tonnage 
tax or duty, nor shall consular certi be re- 
quired trom the same. The assessment of 40 
cents per month now authorized by law shall not 
hereafter be collected from the masters or own- 
ers of vessels engaged excilusfvely in the coast- 
ing trade or in Oshing.
